To obey 
and oxeeiilo orvbr* « s llM whole eotle, 
without <|iiostion as to the wisdom or 
authority of sin h orders. As an arm of 
government, the army is salutary and 
necessary. Transformed into the brains, 
the eieri nery of -..v- i iinient. its capaeii v 
is inn i|tial, i;s i-ei-.ud historically hont- 
blo an l o«lioiis. Hut few men who have 
riser, to the proroirat i \ es of goveriiiiiont 
by virtue of the power and confidence 
required by military prestige, have 
jiroved t iieiusolves e.pial to their new 
sphi'l-e. The greatest names of history 
are those who have proved themselves 
the exceptions, and doubtless hrnuisr 
they proved themselves exceptions. We 
ha\e no intent ion of writing a treatise. 
If the ri-a.l. r chooses to give the subjeet 
a few moments of thought, he cannot 
■ lis. -,i\ era dozen names in all the histoiy 
of the World, w ho. distinguishfMl as war- 
riors, had the sagacity, priidoiico and 
MOM to make wise rulers. We intend 
but in our limited space to make prac- 
tical applieati. f the men anil things 

immediately before us. The whole ar- 
gument to w liieh w e would invite atten- 
tion may be briefly considered thus: A 
Radical Congress requires the instru- 
mentality of military governors; mili- 
tary government implies the substitu- 
tion of arbitrary for constitutional law; 
the continuance of Radical rule implies 
t|M e.'iiiinuanco and extension of mili- 
tary government. Hence the domina- 
tion of the Radical*, as exemplified by 
our own experience, to say nothing uf 
that gleaned from history, is a distinct, 
and unequivocal repudiation of Heino- 
craiie. constitutional republicanism.

We must ring upon the air a 
burning, vitalized commentary upon the 
acts of a Radical Congress, with an in- 
spiration drawn trom the antagonism of 
the Constitution and the e\ er-li vinir 
principles of Uio Democratic party! It 
is within the power of the Ileinociacy to 
iKMpieath, as an obituary, to th« Radi- 
cals, the votes of but two States— ami 
those are lM)th east of the Hudson! W. 
shall be disappointed if such a result is 
not seeured from the very aetion and 
day of adjournment of the nun out ion. 
Let our friends take heart, and go up to 
the convention w ith a spirit to bo in no 
haste, to take a week if necessary, but to 
be sure of every step.

Thus the British terri- 
ory is likely to remain unsettled, and 
ihe company may continue t<> enjoy 
practically its present monopoly of trade 
and furs, while the cost of civil govern- 
ment would fall upon the Ibilliinion. 

Whatever may have l**en the blunders 
• >f British statesmen, the |*-ople of the 
British islands are pre-eminent among 
.he nations of the old World for prof 
,-iil success as colonists. By the aid of 
-team the territory of their Northwest- 
ern |MPss,--i,,n^ might U- reached in 
a fortnight from the British shores, if due 
facilities of travel arc dcvelo|>cd. The 
superabundant population of the islands 
i ml many other parts of Kurope would 
find congenial homes in the British 
North American possession-, and be- 
come homogeneous there. The territory 
might be rapidly settled and a \ ast ad- 
dition made to the happiness of man and 
his p«. a< so fu) victories over the wilder- 
ness. It seems as if the blunders of 
liowning street would long defer this 
desirable consummation.
